Confirm Report. 

‘In Washington, State De- 
partment officials confirmed 
that Ambassador Jones had 
broached in talks with Foreign 
Minister Subandrio the possi- 
bility of a cease-fire. The offi- 
cials said Subandrio.had de- 
clared that the Indonesian 
Government was not prepared 
to negvtiate with the rebels.) 

Djuanda’s reported rejection 
was sharply echoed by Presi- 
dent Sukarno. “At this time we

judges yesterday.

meeting at Hotel Statler-Hilton, 
voted for the study by a spe-'| 
cial committee with a view of 
possible remedial legislation. 
The action followed an ad- 
dess by Dr. Alfred K. Baur, 
superintendent of State Hos- 
pital No. 1 at Fulton, who as- 
serted one of 
biggest problems is that per- 
sons committed after acquittal 
on insanity grounds then ‘ ‘be- | 
come our sole responsibility.” 
The Fulton institution 
only. one in the state with a 
criminal insane section. 
Backed by Supreme Court. 
Pointing out that the Mis- 
sourl Supreme Court had con- 
firmed this position in a ruling 
in January 1957, Dr. Baur de- 
clared: “No hospital superin- 
tendent should be asked to 
take this responsibility alone 
The burden ef discharging a 


recovered psychotic who has 
committed a crime should be 
shared by both hospital and 
court.” 


This change is needed if fr 
no other réason than that the 
parole system of the courts 
should be available to super- 
vise the released individual, 
Dr. Baur said. 

“At present, since the court 
has no further jurisdiction in 
such cases, we cannot obtain 
the often-indicated services of 
the parole system,” he con- 
tinued. “I would recommend 
that present laws be amended 
so that those found not guilty 
by reason of insanity could be 
returned to the court for re- 
lease and parole supervision.” 

Procedure on Chilrden. 

In other sections the judges 
voted in favor of a plan worked 
out by a committee of the 
state’s juvenile court judges for 
handling of psychotic children. 

Under the plan, not yet in 
effect, when a child is being 
considered for commitment to 
a mental hospital, the court 
first would forward complete 
information on the child to the 
state director of mental dis- 
eases, who then would have 10 
days to recommend to the court 
which institution was in the 
best position to handle the case. 
“The problem was called to 
the judges’ attention at yes- 
terday’s opening session by 
Chairman Francis Smith of the 
State Mental Health Commis- 
Sion. He declared the new Mis- 
souri juvenile code had made 
the state’s overcrowded and 
understaffed mental institutions | 
‘a “dumping ground” for youth- | 
ful offenders. 

He asserted the law has 
forced the placement of psy- 
chotic children in wards with 
the adult insane or with men- 
tally defective youth. In either 
case, he said, the curable psy- 
chotic youngster should not 
be handled in this manner. 

Judges Have Broad Powers. 

The new juvenile’ code, 
Smith asserted, gives juvenile 
judges broad powers to com- 
mit children to mental institu- 
tions “under such conditions 
as the court may prescribe.” 
Such commitment orders, he 
added, are binding on the su- 
perintendents of the state 
mental institutions. 

“In other words,” he de- 
clared, “we have to take them 
even if we have to stack them 
on top one another.” 

Smith, former state senator 
from St. Joseph said the basic 
solution to the problem lies in 
sweeping improvement of Mis- 
souri’'s improvement of Mis- 
souri’s mental health program. 
He said Missouri may have to 


provide separate institutions 
for children with curable men- 
tal illness. as a few other 


states have done.

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To Save a Republic 

The fear which deepened in the West with 
the fall of one French government after 
another was that in some -period between 
‘premiers political extremists or the military 
might» attempt a*coup d’etat. Such an in- 
surrection occurred this week in Algeria. 
Touched off by hard-bitten Gen. Jacques 
Massu, it became outright defiance when Gen. 
Raoul Salan, instead of. acting against Massu, 
became head of the Committee of Public 
Safety. | 

But iastead of paralyzing Paris and bring- 
ing Gen. Charles de Gaulle to power, it in- 
duced most of the bickering politicians to 
close ranks. and to allow Pierre Pflimlin to 
form a new government. By a vote of 461 to 
114, the National Assembly now has granted 
him extraordinary emergency powers. 


Thus in the most serious French crisis since 
Hitler’s panzers circled the Maginot line, the 
forces of French democracy asserfed them- 
selves. The parliamentarians rallied to “save 
the republic.” 

This is of the-utmost significance, but it is 
only a first step in the checkmating of revo- 
lution. The immediate question is whether 
the centralized police and the army in France 
will enforce measunes of the new government. 
It has unquestionable constitutional authority. 
Does it have the actual power to exercise that 
authority? There are some doubts. Gen. Paul 
Ely, army chief of staff, was most reluctant 
in giving the pledge of support demanded by 
President Rene Coty. And Premier Pfimlin 
said that he was “obliged to pose the question 
of the army’s place in the najijon.” 


The next question is whether the politicians 
can maintain a unity adequate to the nation’s 
grave and immediate problems. Will they 
maintain sovereignty at home, and reassert it 
over the rebel junta in Algeria? 

In assuming the name of the Committee of 
Public Safety, the junta deliberately reminded 
the French people of the earlier Committee 
of Public Safety, the one organized by Robes- 
pierre to execute King and Queen, to launch 
the Terror, and to impose the Jacobin dicta- 
torship. It has taken over the machinery of 
government in Algeria. And it is calling on 


~ Gen. De Gaulle to take over in France. This 


is defiance not to be tolerated by a legal gov- 
ernment, 

De Gaulle’s position is cryptic. He did go 
to Paris—for the first time in years—and he 
did say: “I am ready to take over the powers 
of the republic,” But he returned to his coun- 
try retreat, leaving it unclear whether his 
statement was an extraordinary notification to 
President Coty of his availability, or whether 
it was notice that he might respond to an 
extrategat callv’His patriotism now faces its 
most severe tesi., Zit#re can be no devotion 
to republican France without devotion to the 
laws of republican France. De Gaulle, so in- 
trigued with Joan of Arc, should remember 
that the heroine of France raised her“sword 
in defense of legitimate authority. 

A forthright declaration of loyalty could 
undereut those Frenchmen, military and Civil- 
ian, who are bent on reaching power by his 
prestige. It might also reanimate those other 
Frenchmen who, tired of the spectacle of top- 
pling governments. dismiss even the present 
crisis as “just more politics.” 

The events of the last few days have been 
plaving themselves out under gloomy skies. 
Perhaps the vote of emergency powers is the 
first ray of sunlight, the first sign that France 
is about to emerge from a fog of irresolution 
into a bright, new day. 


Staying the €Censor’s Hand 


It appears possible that some officials in 
the Federal executive departments and agen- 
cies are going to lose an old subterfuge that 
enables them to withhold information the 
public should have. The Senate Subcommit- 
tee on Constitutional Rights has approved a 
bill aimed at undue g¢ecrecy in government 
and if now goes to the full Judiciary Commit- 
tee. There Senator Hennings, who introduced 
the measure last year (along with Represen- 
tative Moss of California), may be expected 
to press hard for favorable action. 


The bill is identical to one that passed the 
House keg weeks ago with little trouble 
and without amendment. The Senate sub- 
committee passed it without amendment and 
without dissenting vofe. The bill provides a 
one-sentencé afigition’ to the Federal house- 
keeping statuté*going back to 1789, making 
clear oncé and for all that the statute does 
not limit availability of records to the public 
or authorize withholding of pertinent informa- 
In no way does the measure interfere 
with. proper classification of military secrets 
or affeet security. | 

Secrecy-minded officials who seized on the 
housekeeping statute and misconstrued’ its 
provisions to suit their purposes may be 
counted upon to muster their forces for two 
last efforts—in the Judiciary Committee and 
on the Senate floor. But if proponents of this 
freedom of information bill do not slacken 
their efforts it should become law. 


Where Ghosts Rivaled Phantoms 


While Minnesota is celebrating the centén- 
nial of its statehood, its two largest cities, 
St. Paul with the State Capitol and Minne 
apolis with the University of Minnesota, have 
temporarily set aside their long-standing ri- 
valry. At the risk of upsetting the truce, we 
would like to recall the facts alfout that rival- 
ry as it stood in 1890. 

The 1890 census gave Minneapolis 182,967 
people and St. Paul 142,581. Naturally this 
displeased St. Paul, and St. Paul grew more 
displeased as the facts behind the statistics 
came to light. For it turned out that Minne- 
apolis families had been greatly increased by 
children and boarders who disappeared after 
the census. Hundreds of non-existent houses 
were in the returns, Real houses were filled 
with phantom people. Any number of people 
were counted twice: at home and at place of 
work. 

In virtuous indignation, St. Paul nicknamed 
Minneapolis the “Pad City,” but soon the 
Capital was wearing the same uncomfortable 
shoe. Investigators crossed over to St. Paul 
and found that 275 people were listed as re- 
siding at its railroad depot. A St. Paul news- 
paper was the home of 91 people and 68 lived 
around the corner in a bindery. A dime mu- 
seum had a flock of residents. With fingers 
of shame pointing both ways across the river, 
the Federal Government sent census takers 
back and did the job all over. When it was 
completed, 18,000 ghosts were chased out of 
Minneapolis and 9000 out of St. Paul, 

If this all sounds a little fantastic, let us 
credit our source forthwith. It is “The Land 
Lies Open,” written by Theodore C. Blegen, 


professor of history at the University of Min-_ 


nesota, and published by the state university's 
press. Anyone who wants to know how serious 
municipal rivalry can get will find the amaz- 
ing details in the chapter entitled most appro- 
priately “The Booming of Gopher Prairie.”

“Such maneuver circumvents the FCC deci- 
sion and encourages questionable use of the 
judicial process to accomplish such circum- 
vention. It would appear that there is no 
sound reason why an FCC grant may be trans- 
ferred almost immediately upon its receipt to 
one of several losing applicants.” 

This charge by the House investigators 
proves nothing with respect to the recent téle- 
vision assignments in St. Louis. But inthe 
light of the highly controversial Miami éhan- 
nel findings in the Richard A. Mack case, the 
subcommittee will do well to make doubly 
certain. When he was in St. Louis earlier in 
the week to address the Traffic Club, Chair- 
man Harris of the parent House Committee 
made the rea§suring statement that the sub- 
committee would over the recent TV -as- 
signments in St. Louis and Springfield, Tl., 
where there has been complaint. 

Congressman Harris made a second reassur- 
ing statement when in St. Louis. He said that 
after the FCC hearings are completed the sub- 
committee will take up such agencies as the 
Federal Power Commission, Federal Trade 
Commission and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

This was the intention of Speaker Rayburn, 
who proposed the agency inquiry, and of 
Congress in approving it. Nothing should be 
allowed to restrict the investigation or to 
block it. The look into the FCC should prove 
only the first phase of a full-scale investiga- 
tion of all the major independent agencies 
and how well they are doing their important 
work for the consumers. 


British Comet Over the Atlantic 


The record-breaking Atlantic crossing by 
Britain’s jet-powered airliner Comet IV was 
more than a race against time. The new rec- 
ord of four hours and 33 minutes for the 2400 
miles between Gander, N.F., and London 
means more than just the fastest crossing 
ever made by a civil aircraft. It means that 
the pioneering spirit, the engineering skill 
and the production ability of the British avi- 
ation industries are on our doorstep with a 
friendly challenge. 

It was only a training flight but it is good 
evidence Britain is going to have jet airliners 
on the lucrative Atlantic run before we do. 
An earlier model, the Comet III, made a trip 
around the world in late 1956 which restored 
faith in the Comets. For it was in 1954, after 
two years of successful operation, that the 
Comets were found to have a fatal defect. 
Mysterious explosions of two of them, with 
heavy loss of life, led to investigation reveal- 
ing the Comets suffered from metal fatigue.

Musicians are a hard lot to get geared up 
to a rousing hero’s welcome, if we are to 
judge by the difficulties New York City is 
running into in its effort to arrange a ticker- 
tape reception for young Van Cliburn. Jeal- 
ousies of assorted sorts have raised their 
heads and shaken them in pretty much of a 
concerted negative at the tall young Texan 
who won a warm personal ovation in Europe 
when he won Moscow’s International Tschai- 
kowsky Piano Competition. 

Music schools (except Mr. Cliburn’s own 
Juilliard) and university music departments 
in New York have not even answered invita- 
tions to participate.
